In his talk he dre- 
scribed the enormous collection of bo- 
tanica] specimens. its extensive series 
ef living plants and its wonderful li- 
brary facilities. Its herbarium now 
contains 4,000,000 specimens, he in- 
formed the gathering. 

Dr. Hill said that Kew does not 
seem to be an organized plant. as 
it is so arranged that the nonbotan- 
ist and the student can spend pleas- 
ent times there. The lecturer advised 
the gathering not to neglect their 
native flowers in urging them to ¢es- 
tablish botanical gardens bere 

“You have a wonderfully favored spot 
and enormous opportunity and abun- 
dant water supply along with reason- 
ably good soll, in fact everything that 
can be desired.” he stated Dr. Hil 
said that the first garden established 
im 1545 In India was originally plent- 
ed for growing drugs.

® Tipping Waiters | 


It is in the first-class cafes and 
dining rooms that tipping comes 
pear to being governed by « 
standard rule. That is the gen- 
erally recognized practice of ez 
perienced diners of tipping the 
waiter an equivasent to ten per 
cent of the bill. There are, of 
course, exceptions to this rule. 

The wage scale for a good wait- 
er in the first-class cafes and din- 
ing roome is $2.50 and $3.00 per 
day varying according to hours, 
the class of the patronage and 
other factors. And yet a good 
waiter working in a first-class 
place always figures on making 
$50 per week. His tips bring his 
earnings up to that total. There 
are waiters who make consider 
ably more thar that. Thus it is 
that not culy custom but econom- 
fc justic demand that a diner tip 
his walter. 

And how much to tip? When 
in doubt the 10 per cent rule is 
a good rule to follow except when 
the bill is small. The waiter is 
human and he recognizes the fac 
tors that affect the diner in mak- 
ing his tip. But there is one fac- 
tor the walter considers but of 
which the diner probably is una- 
ware. That is the amount of 
time during which the diner sits 
at the waiter’s table. 


Time Is Money 


For instance: Two men come 
into a cafe, order dinner, eat it, 
spend very little time over their 


cigars, get their check, and de 
part. How much of e tip should 
they leave, considering the check 
is anywhere from $2.50 to $3.50? 
One of the officials of the Califor- 
nia Walters’ Association, In dis 
cussing the matter, sald that in 
such a case the walter would be 
perfectly satisfied with a tip of 
thirty cents from the two diners. 
He really wouldn't feel any re 
sentment if only a quarter were 


But, if the two diners had tak- 
en considerable time eating and 
had sat smoking and talking the 
waiter would expect a fifty-cent — 


The difference, it was ex- 
plained, lies in the fact that when 
diners sit at a table talking and 
smoking the waiter is deprived of 
tips from other patrons who could 
have occupied the table while the 
first patrons were sitting there. 

“Look at it from this point of 
view,” suggested the spokesman 
for the walters. 
first-class cafe has a station of 
three or four tables for dinher. 
He starts in at 5 o'clock and he 
quits at 8 o'clock. The more sep 
arate parties he serves the great- 
er the number of tips he may ex- 
pect. Sometimes a party will 
come in late and stay late and 
the waiter has to work overtime 
to serve them. The tip should be 
measured accordingly.”

“A waiter in a 


good. Launch tips, of course, are 
not high. And as 

fast—"Oh, no—you can't expect 
much of a tip from 4 man at 
breakfast,” is the way one waiter 
styled it resiguedly. Whatever 
the walter makes in tips at break- 
fast is considered “pure velvet.” 
So that, you can jet by, it would 
seem, with a 10-cent tip at break- 
fast, or even &» tip at ail. 


How the Clubs Pay 


At the clubs where tipping is 
not practiced, the waiter is al- 
lowed a percentage on the food 
bill and a flat race to make up the 
tip. The scale in this respect va- 
ries. Many clubs pay the waiter 
5 cents for each diner plus a per- 
centage that varies frqm 3 per 
cent to 8 per cent of the food bill. 
So that if a waiter serves a table 
of four people with a total bill of 
$6 he gets 20 cents plus (an aver 
age of & per cent of the bill) 70 
cents, a total “rake off” of fifty 
cents. It will be noted, of course, 
that the bill in this case is quite 
conservatively estimated. But 
where the bills run high, the per- 
centage to the waiter fs cut down 
by the club. 

Before leaving the subject of 
the waiter’s tip, it may be well to 
observe some comment by an ex- 


perienced waiter. Women, he 


says, are usually conservative tip- 
pers. Your “sheik” with his 
Gashy airs in the pres 
ence of his “sheba” is 
a froe’. Really, this 
waiter said, you can 
see him in the niglit 
cafes put down a dol- 
iar for a tip out where 
his companions see it 
and then substitute a 
four-bit or even a two- 
bit plece when the op 
portunity of being unobserved 
offers. 
Can't Fool Waiter 

One thing the waiter does com- 
plain about, and that is the prac- 
tice of a certain type of individ- 
val who feels forced to dine at 
first-class places and attempting 
to cover up his economy on the 
tip on the excuse that the service 
has been poor. 

“That type of person doesn’t 
fool the waiter. He knows when 
his service has been below what 
it ought to be and he knows just 
why the diner ‘stiffs’ him. The 
waiter would bave a great deal 
more respect foe such a diner if 
he would simply be courteous 
even though he cannot afford & 
tip. You can't fool a good walt- 
er,” sald one walter. 

Are reprisals practiced by 
waiters against those who do not 
tip or who are stingy tippers? 
They certainly ere! That is to 
say, if the person in question is 
a habitual diner out. The wait- 
er's chief weapon w no service. 


Fancy Dinner Party 
In this matter of tipping wait- 


ers, only the first-class cafes and 
dining-rooms have been consid- 


ered. Special for special 
service have not been touched 
upon. 


When a man of wealth stages 
a fancy dinner perty for fifteen or 
twenty cuests add he wants ev- 
erything to be just the best ever, 
there is' more than the waiter to 
consider. Such a dinner is to 
cost, say, ten dollars per plate. If 
he gives 55 to each of the three 
waiters, $10 to the head walter 
and another $10 to the chef, tien 
he may be said t nave done right 
with everybody concerned.

| Tipping at Hotels

It takes only a little investiga- 
tion to uncover the fact that in 
the better hotels the ten-cent tip

have 25 cents. If he brings you 
ice water or ice ginger ale he 
must have twobits. The maid 
must have 50 cents a week, or & 
dollar. When the boy pages & 
party for you be musi have a 
quarter. The only time you turn 
around and can get away for less 
than a quarter apparently is 
when you are in the hotel] wash- 
room and the porter brushes you 
off. It is admitted that ten cents 
is plenty for a “brush-off.” 

The hotel management would 
rather not have tipping, but they 
say there is no way to avoid it. 
People will tip. The interesting 
observation is made that prohibt 
tion has lopped off a big chunk of 
the income from hotel tips. Ia the 
so-called “good old days” when 
the hotel patron dropped into the 
hotel bar before going up to his 
room and had a drink or two he 
felt more generous. And arriving 
up in his room he felt that he 
really ought to have a “night 
cap” and so he summoned the 
bell boy. This meant another tip. 
In those days—as he is today— 
a good bell boy was a good friend 
to the bibulous hotel patron. 

Permanent or resident guests 
at hotels handle their tips on a 
weekly basis. They turn over a 
lump sum to be distributed 
among the help. 


The Barber Shop 


And now comes the barber. 
Tipping the barber has come to 
be a universal practice in the bet- 
ter shops. In the neighborhood 
or “corner” shop tipping is not 
so universally expected unless, 
perchance, special service is re 
quested. - 

But in your big downtown 
shops, including hotels, where all 
the frills of service are imposed, 
your barber expects a tip. Like 
the waiter, his salary contem- 
plates tips. Now, you don’t have 
to be extravagant with your bar 
ber tips. The foreman in one of 
the best shops in town said that 
a fifteen-cent tip for a shaving 
job is perfectly satisfactory. One 
haircut job in addition, 26 cents 
is a good tip. And where you 
bave a shampoo or massage your 
“flush” customer will tip 30 of 
35 cents. But nobudy is going to 
kick If you leave 25 cents. A good 
barber in a big shop will make 
anywhere from $3 to $5 per day 
on tips. 

In connection with the barber's 
services, the foreman in ques 
tion remarked that barbering has 
progressed to a high state of bust 
ness practice of late years. The 
public should know, he said, that 
it is considered perfectly legiti- 
mate for the barber to ask the 
customer is he wants . massage 
or a tonic or a shampoo. And it 
is just as legitimate for the custe 
mer to say “No” if he doesn't 
want it. The barber looks at it as 
though he had merely offered 
wares for sale and the customer 
didn't want to buy. There is ne 
feeling that a customer is a “pik- 
er” if he declines to buy. 


Can't Fool Barber 


Barbers interviewed on this 
subject agreed with the waiters 
that the flashy sheik is a poor 
tipper. "He likes to pat on the 
dog. but he hasa't money enough 
to pay the fiddler. And so-—Be 
economizes on his tips. You 
can't fool these people who make 
a living by rendering personal 
service. The waiter, the barber, 
the bellhop—al!l of them can tell 
the difference between the genu- 
Ine article and the immitation in 
just one bat of the eye.

small wooden depot on old Commercial street on a mis- 
sion now famous in railroad history. 


That was fifty years ago. The 
train was destined for a quiet 
spot near the ranch of John Lang 
in beautiful Soledad Canyon, 
about thirty-five miles from Los 
Angeles, where the golden spike 
would be driven to link the rails 
of the pueblo with those of the 
transcontinental system and the 
East, 

On next Sunday, September 5, 
a half-century later, more than 
100 of Southern California's pio- 
neers who attended the original 
“wedding of the rails,” together 
with railroad, city and county of- 
ficials and a representation of the 
“first citizens” of the modern city, 
will journey to the same spot 
for a re-enactment of the celebra- 
tion as guests of the Los Angeles 
Chambe- of Commerce. They 
will be met by a delegation of 
similar representation from San 
Francisco in accordance with the 
enactment of the event in 1876, 
and @ second golden spike will be 
driven by the son of Charles 
Crocker, president of the South- 
ern Pacific fifty years ago, and 
who drove the spike at that time. 

The repetition of the history- 
making episode recalls vividly the 
romance and glamour surround- 
ing the growth of Los Angeles 
and presents its present develop- 
ment In sharp contrast to the 
era before the coming of the 
“fron borse.” 


No Railroad Then 


Prior to the coming of the rail- 

ad, the city’s only regular com- 
nunication with the outside wor!d 
was maintained through the sche- 
dule set up by the old wind-jam- 
mer “Seabird” which commuted 
between San Francisco and Wil- 
mington three times a month. 
This arrangement came into be- 
ing im 1852, shortly after the dis- 
covery of gold; and Phineas Ban. 


ning, who later become famous 


as the owner of Catalina Island 
and large holdings at Wilmington, 
established a stage line bétween 
Los Angeles and the port. The 
fare at that time from San Fran- 


cisco was $45 with an addition- 
al charge being imposed as «4 
landing fee, and a ticket over 
the Banning stage cost $10. 
News from the East was only 
received with the arrival of the 
“Seabird” passengers or from

land wagon train but in 1860, 
with news of threatened civil war 
in the East, the citizens of Los 
Angeles subscribed $100 a month 
to maintain a telegraph line be- 
tween the and Francis 
co, the latter having been placed 
in wire connection with the East 
a short time before. 


Los Angeles began its first 
marked expansion from an adobe 
pueblo along in the ‘fifties, and 
with the advent of the Southern 


’ Pacific into the city, was already 


beginning to prosper from the 
previous establishment of the 
Los Angeles and San Pedro Rai!- 
way which operated between the 
port and the city. . 

Early records show Los An- 
geles as a city of approximately 
$000 population in 1876, boasting 
three banks, an assessed valua- 
tion of $12,000,000 and approxi- 
mately 600,000 acres under culti- 
vation for farming purposes. 
The period marked the begin- 
ming of things and the close of 
an epoch described by historians 
as the “dark spot” in Los An- 
geles’ history when the city was 
overrun with outlaws and rene 
gades, the Mayor of one regime 
having himself led a lynching 
party on one occasion and the 
“Chinese massacre” in which 
nineteen Chinamen were slain, 
giving the city headlines in news- 
papers of every city on the con- 
tinent. 

Reaching south for new rev- 
enue to build up its system, the 
Southern Pacific offered to ex- 
tend their lines to Los Angeles 
for a gift of land needed for right 
of way and in addition a sum 
fixed at & per cent of the city's 
assessed valuation or $600,000. 
The matter was put to a vote and

The building of the first depot, 
although only a one-story shed, 
attracted as many interested 
spectators as the building of a 
modern steel sky-scraper, while 
small boys speculated on the size 
of the giant locomotive that was 
to carry the first train from San 
Francisco. J. H. Maag of 831 
Bonnie Beach Place, a youngster 
of seventeen at the time, and who 


father who played in the railroad 
band, gives a colorful description 
of the actual event itself. 

Mayor P. Beaudry of Los An- 
geles, in a heavy beaver top-hat 
and Prince Albert coat, led the 
dignitaries of this city who em- 
barked on the train of flat cars. 
as already stated, the guests of 
the occasion were seated on ben- 
ches constructed on fiat cars, a 
canopy being built over the car 
containing the band to keep the 
sun fsom damaging the instru- 
ments of the players. 

More than half the city turned 
out to give the party a send-off 
and while the band struck up a 


lively “Chicken in the Straw,” the 
train moved out @t a fifteen-mile 
clip for the scene of the cere 


mony. One episode marred what 
might have been a perfect jour- 
ney when playful gust of wind 
ripped the canopy off the sur 
ports over the heads of the band 
members, and a halt was called 
to discard the gear. Another stop 
was made at San Fernando to 
take on cord-wood and the train 
moved on agkin, arriving at the 
designated spot shortly after 
noon, or nearly five hours after 
leaving Los Angeles. A passen- 
ger train today covers the same 
distance in approximately forty- 


five minutes. -

Railroad Parade 

With the conclusion of the 
ceremony, a railroad parade was 
formed and the delegations of 
both cities rode back to Los An- 
geles in triumph and repaired to 
Union Hall where a huge banquet 
was spread as a fitting finish to 
the event. 

The importance of the raik- 
road development to Los Angeles 
in that day apd its almost im- 
mediate effect on the prosperity 
of the city, is shown in historic 
records on file in both the library 
and city archives. 

By 1880, the population jumped 
to 11,183 and the official census 
of that year also shows that there 
were 1941 farms in the immediate 
vicinity of Los Angeles compris- 
ing 655,041 acres and with a valu- 
ation estimated at $12,099,120. 
Contrast these figures, however, 
with 1926, with the population es- 
timated at 1,265,000, the city 
assessed valuation at $1,783,167,- 
751, and the agricultural census 
showing 136,409 farms the 
county, comprising 27,565°440 
acres, valued at $3,161,818,824. 


Eleven years after the coming 
of the railroad, the assessed valu- 
ation of Los Angeles jumped to 
$28,000,000 or more than double 
the 1876 figure; and in 1889 the 
high mark of $46,000,000 was 
reached when the city was 
swarming with tourists and home- 
seekers, brought here through the 
widespread advertising of South- 
ern California by a railroad war 
which .sent rates tumbling from 
$126 for the round-trip down to 
$25 with a $1 round-trip being of- 


. fered on one day at the height of 


the conflict. 

An incident of interest in the 
early history of the transcontin- 
ental line from Los Angeles, was 
the shipping of the first carload 
of oranges from Los Angeles 
which were sent east by William 
Wolfskill. The Wolfskill ranch 
was located on the present site 
of the Arcade depot and was the 
largest orange acreage in the 
State. Wolfskill shipped a car 
of the golden fruit in 1877, the

OSEPH enjoys dancing, 
indulges in coffee, bacon, 
eggs, or-what-have-you for 
breakfast, has a fondness for 
John McCormack’s voice, is & 
radio enthusiast and says “What 
the devil is the matter” when 
things go wrong—very much like 
the ordinary human being. 

However, Joseph is not an ordi- 
nary human being—he isn’t bu- 
man at all in fact. Joseph ts a 
sulphur-crested cockatoo, thirty- 
six years old, the property of Mrs. 
W. E. Cham of 432 South 
St. Andrews P A native of 
Australia where cockatoos live in 
the wild state, Joseph stands out 
from others of his kind because 
of his conversational powers. A 
cockatoo does not ordinarily have 
the power of speech. 

This ability is left for its cous- 
in the parrot and in return for 
thfs lack the cockatoo has a gen- 
tle disposition. Joseph, however, 
is both a charming and harmless 
companion, being decidedly affec. 
tionate by nature, and is also ab'+ 
te carry on a conversetion, often 
sentence of seven or eight 
words.

His plumage is a beautiful 
snow-white with a long crest 
which spreads into a fan of sul- 
phur-yellow feathers whenever 
Joseph is excited or emotionally 
upset. The flight of an airplane 
overhead will cause Joseph to 
spread every available feather in- 
dignantly while he lifts his voice 


and shouts to the ominous shad. . 


ow everhead, “Stop that—come 


down here—stop that I say!” He 
evidently knows that an infringe- 
ment on the sky which belongs 
to birds is in process. There is 
nothing he can do about it but 
talk—and talk he does. 

Mrs., Chamberlain is “Darling” 
or “Bweetheart” or “Dear” as the 
mood seizes him. If she is about 
to bathe him he softly calls her 
“Darling” in a pleading tone that 
she will postpone the evil hour 
However, when he sees the water 
being drawn, Joseph in a shrill 
shout calls, “Poppa come quick” 
to Mr. Chamberlain, apparently 
knowing that he needs help bad- 


ly. 

Joseph loves everyone, The 
most casual visitor in the Cham- 
berlain home is not slighted, for 
Joseph is perfectly willing to ac 
cept or receive a kiss, although of 
course he is much more partial 
to the caressé8 of his mistress. 
He thoroughly enjoys people and 
will instantly hop up in your lap, 
via sheer silk stockings which 
are left wrecked after the on- 
slaught, and there will poise on 
your arm where he can study hu 
man nature as he finds it. 

When the proper time comes he 
will lift bis beak gently and give 
a kiss with all the obedience of a 
good child. Joseph has one very 
bad fault. He is extremely jeal.- 
ous. The sight of Mr. Chamber. 
lain being attentive to his wife 
will bring him running frantical 
ly across the room and up fn her 
arms where he is able to glare 
blinking at the intruder.

They have papered the room with 
cockatoo paper so that reproduc- 
tions of Joseph done in all col- 
ors look back at him from the 
wall.

Joseph's cage is equipped with 
a padlock which is firmly fastened 
each night and the key taken 
out. Joseph can turn the key 
the lock 
without difficulty. It takes a 
clever human being to outwit Jo 
seph. He waits up each night 
for Mr. and Mrs. Chamberlain 
When they insert the key in th:

Of a Sunday morning often the 
radio is turned to a church serv- 
lice and Joseph listens attentive 
ly.

Dance music inspires 
him to dance gaily about the room 
for there is a frivilous side to 
Joseph's nature as well. 


There is a slight embarrass 
ment in the Chamberlain family 
in regard to Joseph. After fit 
teen years in which Joseph has 
been regarded as = male bird by 
both the bird fancier of whom the 
talking cockatoo was purchased 
and Mrs. Chamberlain herself, one 
day about fifteen years ago Jo 


seph laid an egg. Tiereafter dur- 
ing the next two years four eggs 
were laid. 

After the surprise and conster- 
nation died down Mrs. Chamber- 
lain decided to ignore the matter 
and so has continued to call the 
bird Joseph as of yore. The four 
eges are kept in a bank safety 
deposit box as cockatoo eggs are 
very rare in this country. 

It is interesting to know that 
cockatoos often live to be 100 
years old, so Joseph's &uge of thir- 
ty-six is not unusual tn the least. 


apparently the life of a cockatoo . 


is much the same as the life of a 
human being in its span of years. 

Joseph of course is vory much 
like a human being fn all but size 

and color. His voice is surpris-

Mr. Ainsiee, quiet and cultivated 
man, came to Los Angeles first in | 
1915 with a large retrospective ex- | 
hibit of the works of George Inness, 
with which he was touring the prin- 
cipal museums of the country. 

At that time it was suggested to 
him by Everett Maxwell, then curator 
of the Los Angeles Museum, that he 
found a branch of his organization 
here. The time seemed far from ripe 
to the New York dealer, and, judging 
by the rather feeble response to the 
Inness exhibition, such & project 
looked too much like «6 thankless 
task. 

Subsequent visits after the war re- 
vealing the rapid and substantial 
growth of this city, George F. Ansiee 
began to think with greater serious- 
ness of entering this field. In 1925 | 
he had definitely decided to opr 
galleries here, when he was 
proached by Barker Brothers on the 
suggestion of « local art desler, and 
arranged to join forces with that firm, 
which already had such wide con- 
nections with the home buliders in 
this district.

WORK STARTED 


Gila River Project to Reclaim 
100,000 Acres of Land 


Area Farmed More Than 
1000 Years Ago by Indians 


Utilizes Electric Power from 
Roosevelt Reservoir

By a “Times” Staff Correspondent 
PHOENIX (Ariz.) Aug. 28. (Exclu- 
sive)—Work has started on the giant 
Coolidge Dam on the Gila River near 
Gen Carlos, thus marking the first 
step toward the materialization of «a 
reclamation project, which, when 
completed, will turn 100,000 arid 
acres of land into fertile egricultural 
property. 
The dam, recently authorized by 
. will store the average an- 
nual flow of the Gila River of 380,- 
000 acre feet of water for irrigation 


purposes. 

Appropriation, probably not the 
last, has been made of $5,500,000. Of 
this sum, 61,025,000 now is avail- 
able for use. Engineers are boring 
for bedrock and are building roads, 
and the Indian Service is ready for 
bids for construction for the 260- 
foot dam. There will have to be re- 
building of the Bowle-Globe branch 
of the Southern Pacific, which occu- 
pies a pert of the reservoir site, as 
well as moving of the Apache Indian 
agency. Several years will be need- 
ed for completion of the work. 

The extent of the development is 
expected to approximate 100,000 
acres, less than half that of the Salt 
River Valley under the Rooseveit 
project. More than 4000 Indians will 
receive water from the completed 
reservoir for the cultivation of 40,- 
000 acres of their land. 6t at 
San Carlos will be availa for 
about 1,200,000 acre feet of water, 
compared with about 1,700,000 acre 
feet at Roosevelt. 


AREA IS ANCIENT 


The area to be reclaimed, named 
after great ruins of prehistoric com- 
| munity houses, was farmed, a thou- 
sand years ago, by a people who built 
canals from the Gila and who were 

possessed of a culture similar to that 
of the Pueblo tribes of today. Their 
homes were ruins when seen, about 
| 1604, by Padre Kino, the fret white

When 
al] plans have been accomplished, it 
is expected that the Pimas will be 
rated as the richest of the agricul- 
tural tribes of the nation, with an 
ample supply of water for the irri- 
gation of lands that will grow any 
of the ucts for which the near- 
by Salt River Valley has become 
famed.

Mining for Water 


Compared with the value of water, oil and 

d are not in it, for water here means 

IFE. Without it there can be no growth, no 
expansion. That's why Los Angeles, having 
drained the Owens Valley, 200 miles to the 
north, is going 200 miles east to the Colorado 
for more water to grow on. 

Knowing the supreme importance of water, 
our first concern was the development of an 
ample, safe supply when we bought the 28 
square miles of the Fontana ranch in 1906. 

Lytle Creek, draining the north and east 
slopes of Mt. Baldy, was the principal source 
of supply, but its surface flow, like that of all 
California streams, was too variable from sea- 
son to season to be safe as an exclusive source 
for large-scale development. To stabilize and 


water, greatly augmenting the summer flow. 
In winter the tunnel is closed by means of 
four bulkheads, forcing the water to fill the 
gravel reservoir against the summer's needs. 
With this supply Fontana was in better 
shape, but still needed more water. To pro- 
cure it, wells were drilled in the wash of 
Lytle Creek below the canyon’s mouth, and

Wells Upside Down 


To protect and replenish the gravel reser- 
voirs, Fontana was among the pioncers in the 
spreading of the winter flood waters over the 
gravel beds, there to sink in January for the 
August pumping. And Fontana was the first 
to build “inverted wells,” deep timbered 
shafts into which the excess winter flow was 
conducted in order to speed up the saturation 
of the gravel reservoir. 

We felt we were more than safe now. We 
were—until the present cycle of extraordi-

narily dry years upset irrigation calculations 
everywhere in California. 

The surface flow of Lytle Creek shrank and 
shrank. The tunnel yielded less and less. 
The wells in the wash declined steadily. More 
water must be gotten—but where? 

Out on the ranch, right among the groves, 
miles from the mountains and the stream bed, 
was an old well whose plunger pump labor- 
iously produced a flow of 25 inches. Could 
its yield be increased ? 

We took a chance, deepened the well to 
730 feet, enlarged it, put in a modern pump, 
hitched it to a 150-h.p. motor and turned the 
current on. The well yielded a 
steady flow of 135 inches! 


An Underground Lake 


A new, hitherto almost unsuspected source 
had been discovered, a vast underground lake 
beneath the southern 10,000 acres of the 
ranch, a hidden reservoir big enough to irri- 
gate nearly our entire acseage.. Well after 
well went down, yielding from 140 to 230 
inches, until there were nine with a capacity 
exceeding 1,500 inches. 

Despite five years of deficient rainfall, 
despite heavy pumping draughts in a period 
when wells everywhere else receded alarm- 
ingly, these wells have not dropped. In fact, 
their water level has shown a slight gain, due 
undoubtedly to an increased inflow caused by 
the returning irrigation water and from the 
wig of the mountains to the north of the 

n. 

Today, at the end of one of Southern Cali- 
fornia’s driest cycles, Fontana’s groves and 
vineyards have a supply that is more than 
ample, permanent and so safe that at the 
height of the irrigating season four wells were 
shut down because their output was sof 


Power as a By-produa 


The 26 wells of the Fontana water system 
have a combined depth of more than 14,000 
feet; they are operated by motors with an 
installed 


capacity 

inches. Together with Lytle Creek's adjudi- 
cated flow of 3,475 inches, Fontana’s water 
supply, applicable to only 15,000 acres, has a 
maximum capacity equal to one-fourth the 
capacity of the Angeles aqueduct built 
at a cost of thirty millions. 

In years of large precipitation the Fontana 
wells are not needed at all; Lytle Creek's 

vity flow takes care of all requirements. 
precipitation less than half 
the wells are needed. During the present 
season, at the end of one of the driest periods 
in Southern California’s history, the well 
reserve was more than sufficient to maintain 
the full supply. 

And at all times the Fontana hydroelectric 


plant is working day and night to hold the — 


settler’s water costs The power out- 
put of this plant, having a head of 675 feet 
and an installed capacity of 2,500 horsepower, 
is sold to the Southern California Edison 
Company, which, under a 30-year contract, 
supplies power for the wells at an exception- 
ally low rate. Its great system is the reservoir 
into which the Fontana plant pours it fluctuat- 
ing current output day and night the year 


around and from which the wells draw cheap 
power as needed. In normal years the power 
sold to the Edison Company is far greater than 
the power withdrawn, and the earnings of 
the power plant go one-half to the Fontana 
Union Water which owns fifty per 
cent of the stock. The water company be- 
longs to the settlers, a share of water company 
stock going with every acre. 

The water is carried to the highest point 
in each 20-acre tract through underground 
concrete pipes and delivered to a standpipe at 


pipes of smaller diameter. There are 104 
miles of pipe line in the distributing system of 
the water companies plus 200 miles of pipe on 
the individual tracts.

WASHINGTON (D. C.) Aug. 28.—Of 


all the different building materials 
commonly used in the construction 
of dwelling houses, the wooden shingle 
has shown’ the least advance since 
prewar years, according to the Month- 
ly Review of Wholesale Prices of Com- 
modities, issued today by the United 
States Department of Labor. 

The price index of the most com- 
monly used shingles has advanced 
only 33.2 since 1913, though some 
shingles have advanced 6094 in the 
same period, and slate rofing 2027, 
according to the National Lumber 
Manufacturers Association. 

Lumber, as @ whole, has advanced 
81.4 since 1913; common brick 1043; 
cement from 68.4 to 06.6, according to 
location of the plant; lime 117.4; sand 
63.5; crushed stone 944; and gravel 
89.4. 

All commodities have increased 50.7 
im the last thirteen years; building 
materials, as a group, 71.5. The lat- 
ter figure is apparently not so high 
as might be inferred, because struc- 
tural steel, virtually unused in dweil- 
ing houses, is included tn the average.

Acci- 
dents'numbered forty-four in this 
county during the period and resulted 
in the death of fourteen persons and 
injuries to thirty-four others. Of 
these casualties, twenty-nine occurred 
on interurban lines. 

Yet this is far from being a com- 
plete record, it is pointed out, as it 
was compiled from clippings from one 
leading newspaper. Property damage 
to automobiles is not taken into ac- 
count, although this loss is estimated 
et approximately $50,000.

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INJURED PERSONS’ RIGHT UNDER 
INDEMNITY INSURANCE 

J. F. Troyan of Cleveland carried 
indemnity insurance on his automo- 
bile. The policy was issued subject 
to certain conditions and covenants 
which required that upon the oc- 
currence of an accident Troyan 
should give immediate notice there- | 
of, with the fullest information ob- | 
tainable at the time to the company 
at ite home office. or to the agent 
who had countersigned the policy; 
further, that if a claim was made on 
account of an accident, Troyah 


late; and further, that if any suit 
was brought against him to enforce 
the claim, Troyan should immediate- 
ly forward to the company at its 
home offige every summons or other | 
process served upon him. There were | 
other provisions as 4o the right of the | 
imeurance company with reference to 
eflecting a settiemen of any claim or, 
at its option, to defend in any sult | 
breught. 

Troyan negligently injured Charles 
L. Stacey with his automobile, and 
Stacey sued and gota judgment for 
$500. Troyan never notified the in- 
surance company of the accident or 
of the suit brought against him. The 
first the Imsurance company knew of 
the matter was when it was sued 
jointly with Troyan on the jude- 
ment, after plaintiff! had been unable 
to collect it from Troyan himself. 

The insurance company defended 
under the conditions in its policy and | 
was sustained by the trial court. In| 
eflirming the Judgment rendered, the 
Supreme Court of Ohio (151 N. E. 
718) says: 

“It does not appear in the instant 
case that there was any fraud or 
collgsion between Stacey and Troyau. 
but to permit a recovery in favor of 
the injured claimant, under circum- 
stances where the assured would have 
no right to indemnity under his con- 
tract, would open the door to the 
unlimited exercise of fraud and col- 
lusion. It is conceivable that acci- 
Gents may occur hundreds of miles 
from the place where the insurance 
was written. and suit be brought 
where the possibility of notice and 
khowledge of the insurance company 
would be very remote. Even though 
the suit should be brought in the 
seme jurisdiction where the policy is 
written, the insurance, companies 
could not reasonably be required to 
be watchful of the dockets of the 
courts, and in any event the suit 
might be brought after the lapse of 
considerable time from the date of 
the injury, when all evidence which 
might have been obtained at an ear- 
lier date Would have been lost. There 
are 60 Many conceivable reasons why 
the. same defenses should be made 
against the injured party as against 
the assured thar it requires no elab- 
orate course, of reasoning to reach 
the conclusion that any effort to 
plage the in‘ured person in a favored 
position, contrary to the terms of the 
policy contract. would be in contra- 
vention of the due process clauses of 
the State and Federal Constitutions. 
Section 16, Article 1, of the Ohio Con- 


stitution, requires that ‘all courty 
shall be open, and every person, for 
an injury done him in his land, | 
goods, person or reputation, shal! | 
have remedy due course of law.’ | 
etc. It would be a strange measure 
of justice which would open the!

@dosis in the human body is very different 
from the popular test-tube acidity. We 
cannot reason that we have so many hydro- 
gen ions which must be neutralized by a 
salt. 

In the first place, the chemistry of the 
body is different. The acidosis so popular 
in the health journals is not due to the 
ingestion of acid foods such as oranges, 
apples, grapefruit and others. Rather, it is 
the result of a disordered metabolism in 
which the cells discharge their wastes 
which, tn turn, clog up the eliminative 
organs by their presence, producing a sys- 
temic acidosis.

Supper: Milk, toast with jelly, occa- 
sional vegetable, occasional cereal, fruit or 
jello. 

He apparently never returned to normal 
and a few days ago the same. condition 
developed again as evidenced by a canker 
on his tongue, an irritable disposition and 
loss of appetite.

‘The cough is one of the most constant 
symptoms in a great many diseases. It ts 
merely a symptom, yet its severity and the 
discomforts suffered from it merit its gep- 
arate consideration and discussion. 


So far ag the patient is concerned, the 
disease itself is manifested entirely by its 
symptoms—the pains, aches and distress 
which occur during the active phase of the 
disease. As such, he is primarily interested 
in the alleviation and control of such symp 
toms. 


First, let us clearly understand what 
coughing really ian. We must comprehend 
the physiology and the anatomy involved 
before we can intelligently hope to And 
means of relief. 

In the ordinary process of breathing « 
complicated process takes place. The en- 
tire chest wall is raised to increase the 
cubic capacity of the chest, the diaphragm, 
a huge circular muscle which separates the 
chest from the abdomen, is correspondingly 
lowered, the muscles of the neck contract, 
and « partial vacuum is created. Tech- 
nically we call this condition “negative 
thoracic pressure.” The external air now 
rushes in to fili the vacuum. Thus we have 
inhalation, or the process of breathing air 
inward. 

Exhalation is just the reverse of inhala- 
tion. It consists mainly of the relaxation 
of the same group of muscles, the lowering 
of the chest with its consequent lessening 
of the thoracic tontents, together with a 
raising of the diaphragm. 

Now the cough involves most of the 
structures that are active in the breathing 
process. Excited by some form of irrita- 
tion, instead of an even rhythmic contrac

tion taking place, the muscles undergo a 
strong violent spasm. The diaphragm and 
the abdominal muscles especially are in- 
volved. The contraction is usually great 
enough to force the discharge of waste mu- 
cus, pus and other material either from 
the lungs or from the stomach. 


Now we must take into consideration 
those diseases in which the cough plays 
such a leading part. 


In a certain sense the cough differs with 
every individual, as well as with the disease 
with which one is afflicted. We have the 
strong cough of bronchitis, the hacking 
cough of tuberculosis the strident cough of 
whooping cough, the irritating cough of a 
simple cold, the violent cough when some- 
thing goes down the wrong way—there are 
dozens and dozens of cough types. 

It would be difficult in a short talk such 
as this to go into all the forms of cough 
in the multitude of diseases. What we are 
most concerned with is the common type 


of cough as found in the most prevalent 
diseases. 


The cough most frequently encountered 
is the cough involved im the ordinary every- 
day cold. As a rule, it is the effort to 
discharge huge quantities of mucus and 


Here our efforts must be largely confined 
to assisting nature's wery evident efforts. 
Since the cough is intended to discharge 
mucous and pus, those measures which will 
assist im the elimination of these toxic 
wastes will also alleviate the cough. 

When one is suffering from a cold the 
diet should always be of the lightest kind 
available. Foods which tend to aggravate 
the formation of mucus should be studi- 
ously avoided. Fruits and their juices are

Next, the skin should be, allowed to per- 
form its full share of toxic elimination. 
For this purpose a series of warm baths 
will opem the pores admirably.

When you are 
snug and warm, let another member of the 
family prepare one ‘or two glasses of hot 
lemonade for you. 

This should be made of hot water, lemon 
juice and honey. It should be slowly sipped, 
never guiped. 

After you are snug and comfortable, then 
place a cold wet pack around the neck. 
This is nothing more than an ordinary wet 
towel covered by a dry piece of woolen or 
flannel material. 

Repeat this procedure several nights un- 
til relief is obtained. 

The objectives of this form of treatment 
are: First, to lessen the congestion in the 
affected area by bringing liberal quantities 
of blood to the lower extremities. Second, 
to open the pores of the skin so that free 
and easy perspiration will assist toxic elim- 
ination. Third, to induce the state of re- 
laxation so necessary to prevent undue suf- 
fering from coughing spasms. 

The next type of coughing which should 
be given consideration is the paroxysm. 
This cough is so exhausting and debilitat- 
ing in every form that relief from it is very 
welcome.

The high degree of culture that 
these people attained is exceedingly inter- 
esting, since they were in existence about 
1000 B. C., according to their deciphered 
records. Their mannerisms in the matter of 
speech resembled the heavy deep voice of 
the North Americam Indian. 

As far as physical type is concerned, the 
Totonaco is entirely different from thte Huax- 
teca and the Nahua. Their sculpture and 
stone work is also diverse. It is Totonaco 
and nothing else. They were the first to 
stereotype in clay the human smile, reach- 
fog this height In art with the mastery they 
put in all their manifestations, whether aes- 
thetic or religious. And these men of creat- 
fve intellect were not autochthonous. From 
where did they come? Perhaps they came 
by sea and landed on the coast of Tamaull- 
pas or Vera Cruz; or it might have been 
that they disembarked on the coasts of the 
Pacific, in Sinaloa, advancing toward the 
central plateau. 

We have one fact on which to base our 
work; their art, their ornamentation ap- 
pears in Teotihuacan during the construe 
tion of the ancient Pyramids of the Sacred 
City. Therefore we know that these people 
arrived long before the time of Christ, and 
migrated to the northwestern part of Vera 
Cruz, where they took possession of the 
land before the Huastecas, Ulmecas and 
Viztotis. As these tribes also came by sea, 
long before the Christian era, we can right- 
ly surmise the antiquity of the Totonacos 
in the country. Their brachycephalic char- 
acters, and a few of their vases and anthro- 
pomorphic statuary, strengthen a minute 
studied theory made by Prof. Ramon Mena. 
In their sculptures can be clearly seen the 
Ethiopiam or Coptic type, and in some of 
their vessels we find an Egyptian influence. 
With these facts in view we might admit 
that their immigration could be the last 
fom Atlantica, the existence of which 
could be better confirmed each day by geol- 
ogy and comparative archeology. “When 
submarine archeology becomes a reality, we 
shall know definitely the true history of 
America.

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Weather Least of Plantsman’s Troubles 


HE California plant propagator re- 
quires neither a high degree of expert. 
ness nor expensive, steam-heated 
structures in order to grow his crops. in 
fact, anyone with ordinary intelligence 
may grow to marketable size a wide variety 
of crops with very little to worry about 
in the way of protecting them from the 
weather 


The California nurseryman works under 
a beneficent climate where the thermom- 
eter mercury rarely touches the freezing 
point. To him the greenhouse is a use 
ful but not an essential part of his equip 
ment. He can get on without it quite eas- 
ily. On looking about he finds that most 
growers manage without any artificial pro- 


tection for their plants, or with only such 
as is afforded by the simplest (sometimes 
even the filmsiest) of structures. 


Another point which must tempt the 
amateur with a «mall holding is the small 
amount of ground needed for the enter- 
prise. Sometimes on a p‘ot not larger than 
the average city lot, enough is grown to 
tax the abilities of two or more men to 
care for a place. 


To jhe person with small means, some 
determination and a genuine liking for the 
work, the business of plant growing offers 
an opportunity. The outlay for equipment 
need be but small: the expense for seeds, 
solls, is comparatively slight. 
There are few businesses of promise that 
require so slender an investment, and in 
California all the factors work with the 
energetic operator rather than against him. 
His season ig long, his market almost con- 
tinuous. 

THE FIRST STEPS 


Having chosen his location (in which 
good ground soil and an ample water sup 
ply are naturally all-important ftictors,) 
the prospective grower clears the ground 
of all rubbish and weeds.

Santa Barbara County Takes Vigorous 


Measures to Control Fires 


ANTA BARBARA.—-“Conservation,” 

that word and program made famous 

by Theodore Roosevelt, continues to 
gather new friends and new supporters. At 
times public interest in this vital Southern 
California problem seems to lag only to be 
fanned by some bad fire, with its aftermath 
of eroded lands and lost underground wa 
ter. 
Santa Barbara county's answer to the 
problem of conservation has been the ap 
pointment of a County Forestry Board and 
a full-time County Forester. With half of 
her acreage in the National Forest under 
the stewardship of Uncle Sam's rangers, 
some might feel that Santa Barbara coun- 
ty’s problem should be a simple one. How- 
ever, a study of the privately-owned land 
within the county reveals that ta a total of 
1363 farms in county, there are over 
500,000 acres in grazing and timber land, 
most of which is rough and mountainous. 
Another 100,000 acres of land is dry farmed, 
much of it subject to grain fires. it can be 
seen therefore that the problem of fire pre 
vention and control is not limited to areas 
under government control. 


Frank Dunne, formerly of the State For- 
est Service, is the new County Forester. 
He is assisted and advised by a County

and Harry Bachman, Lompoc. 

Fire control, reforestation, fish and 
questions, and the completion and super- 
vision of a large number of county parks 
will occupy the principal ajteation of this 
group of men, as these matters all have to 
do with privately owned and county lands. 
Interesting projects along these lines are 
now shaping. The main interest, however, 
centers in the increased vrotection from 
fires such as have in recent years devas 
tated portions of the county's far-flung 
mountain and foothill areas. 

TO PROTECT PRIVATE LANDS. 

SAN BERNARDINO.—The San Bernar 
dino National Forest has received $56,350 
with which to finance the work of the For- 
estry Department for the fiscal year begin- 
ning July 1. Of this amount, $24,700 will 
be spent in salaries for rangers and other 
employees. Varying amounts will be ex- 
pended for roads, maintenance of public 
camps and on fire patrol work. Included 
in the new budget is a $7000 fund which is 
known as a cooperative fund. Thig mon- 


To meet the fall and winter demand for 
bedding plants the following may be plant-

Sow the seeds of the above in September, 
October and November.

Anemone, Amaranthus, Calceolar.as, Co- 


jeus, Begonias, Fringed Petunias should be 
sown during September, October and No- 
vember; Cinerarias not jater than Septem- 
ber in Southern California. 

The treatment for these is the same as 
for bedding plants given above, except that 
they should be transplanted from the flats 
into thumb pots as soon as large enough, 
instead of into flats, and as they get larger 
replotted again, when they should be trans- 
ferred to the lath house or to the lath 
frames. 


Sow the seed of Aquilegia, Canterbury 
Bells, Coreopsis, Delphinium (perennial,) 
Foxglove, Dusty Miller, Gaillardia, Geum, 
Pentstemons, Verbena in September and 
October. These handy perennials and bien- 
nialse may be grown either in flats or pots 
(depending on the market requirements,) 
and should be placed in the lath house us 
soon as established after potting or “flat- 


ting.” 
AS TO SOILS 


Use any loose sandy loam for seeds of 
common annuals and perennials, such as 
cosmos, coreopsis, hollyhocks, marigolds 
and other coarse seeds that germinate eas- 


ily. 
Use either pure sand, or a very saidy 
= for plants subject to “damping off” 


ngus. 

Use well-sifted leaf mold and good loam 
soll in equal parts (with enough sharp sand 
to provide good drainage) for fine or pow- 
dery seeds—Cyclamen, Begonias, Calceo- 
larias, Cinerarias, Salpiglossis, Snapdragon 
and the like. The finer seeds should not 
be covered with soil, but the pot or dat 
wherein the seeds are to germinate should 
be kept covered with a pane of glass and 
placed under a cold frame. 


For “flatted” plants of the common an- 
nuals or perennials, use a soil composed of 
two-thirds good garien loam, one-third 
well-rotted manure, with enough sharp 
sand to provide good drainage.

the different mustard plots over the val- 
ley show that the quality is high, and the 
outlook is good for a profitable market. 
The red mustard is showing a greater yield 
than the yellow. The harvest will be over 
by the first of September, when some 5400 
acres devoted to the crop will have been 
taken care of. This total is made up of 
3700 acres of red mustard and 1700 acres 
of yellow. With the clean-up of the harvest 
all the fields will be summer-fallowed to 
turn under the mustard stubble, leaving the 
fields ready in the spring for beans, where 
rotation of crops is practiced. 


HATCHERIES BUSY 

VAN NUYS.—Most of the large hatch- 
eries in the San Fernando Valley are busy 
producing fall chicks," The hatchers pre 
dict a record year for early hatched birds. 
The number of fall-hatched chicks is in- 
creasing from year to year. Many poultry- 
men raise half their stock in the fall, thus 
obviating the necessity of keeping so much 
costly brooding equipment, and relieving 
the spring rush. The favorable fall weath- 
er is a decided advantage and the broilers 
and fryers from the fall hatches bring 
much better prices than do those from 
spring-hatched chicks. 


MARKET IN MEXICO 


YUMA (Aris.)—A leader in local alfalfa 
seed production this year is Richard 
Molina, whose ranch in the Gadsden sec- 
tion produced 900 pounds to the acre. Good 
demand is reported for the local product, 
which is rated at the top of the market, 
and a new field has been opened in Mexico 
City, as well as along the Mexican West 
Coast. The season for seed has been a 
good one in Arizona. There is general 
estimate that an eighty-acre field, used for 
about twelve weeks, will return the farmer 
about $6000, this in addition to his hay crop 
and to the return from straw, which is not 
inconsiderable. On the whole, many 
growers declare there is a much better 
average of profit in alfalfa than in cot- 
ton. Though rains fell during the seed 
season, little damage was known from that 
cause, while, especially in the Buckeye 
valley, an early attack on grass hoppers 
saved the growers much loss.

ly drawdown of about 2000-acre feet from 
the Roosevelt reservoir, plus the flow of 
the Verde River. The wafer from Roose- 
velt serves to generate the power that does 
the pumping. Valley conditions are consid- 
ered very good, with 480,000-acre feet of 
water in the reservoir, compared with only 
84,000 last year at this time. 


READY FOR ACTION 

CORCORAN.—The five gins of this city 
are all ready for a big crop in prospect

It Was Necessary 


more confirmed smokers over thé new 
regulation of the Forest Service prohibit- 
ing smoking in the national forests, but 
this drastic ruling is more than justified 
by the critical situation with respect to 
forest fires. It may be necessary for Uncle 
Sam to go further than that before he is 
through. There are those closely in touch 
with the alarming conditions who would 
go so far as to have the government re- 
fuse entrance to forest reserves except 
upon issuance of a special permit. It is 
altogether likely that rules more rigid than 
any yet promulgated will be made as the 
result of this season's disastrous fires. 

lf any who read this are inclined to re- 
sent the new noemoking ruling, the writer, 
recently returned from a vacation spent in 
the mountains, would recommend that they 
spend a little time actually studying con- 
ditions out in timber and brush country. 
At this time of year, especially, the ground 
of the mountain and foothil) slopes is lit- 
erally carpeted with tinderdry leaves, 
twigs, dried plants and grags and, in the 
higher places, with pine needles. Every 
depression is a potential magazine of com- 
bustible stuff. The tiniest spark in the 
hot ash of a cigar or cigarette may have 
enough life In it to start a little smoulder- 
ing in a bit of dry stuff In which it may 
happen to alight. Once that smouldering 
bas been fed into a flame, one has al) the 
makings of a forest fire that will do mil- 
lions of dollars of damage to the section's 
agricultural interests, damage that is al- 
most irreparable unless both reforestation 
and absolute protection for the future can 
be provided. 

The question of infringement of “rights” 
and “personal liberties” of individuals 
raised by such a regulation is as nothing 
by comparison with the terrible serious 
ness of the forest fire problem. The nat- 
ural covering of the State's watersheds is 
vital to irrigation and flood control, so 
vital, in fact, that no man can adequately 
picture the dire consequences of its com- 
plete destruction. There are mountain 


areas in China, devastated by fires cen- 
turies ago and never replanted, that are 
today more horrible in their rocky barren- 
ness than any desert imaginable, places 
that annually pour torrents of water over 
that once

headed off or the Golden State's agricul- 
ture must in the slow passing of time be- 
come a thing of the past. 

We would be foole indeed to permit the 
stupid carelessness of those who go to the 
mountaing merely for pleasure to bring 
about our agricultural ruin. Far better 
shut the public out of the forest reserves 
entirely or allow individuals in only under 
the personal guidance of rangers than to 
let this thing go on to the conclusion that 
logically seems inevitable under existing 
conditions. Don't kick, Mr. (and Miss and 
Mrs.) Smoker! This new ruling is for the 
benefit of everybody, including yourself. 
The only thing any of us need to be exer- 
cised about is the question of the law's 
enforcement. Let us hope that enough 
smokers violating the law can be appre 
hended and punished to put fear and sense 
into the rest of them.

Tree Rows 


By Frances Duecan 

FULLERTON.—A valuable suggestion for 
the grower with the small farm is to be 
found in Charlies Edward Wilcox’s grape- 
growing experiment at Cypress, near Ful- 
lerton,. Cypress isn’t exactly what might be 
called the center of a teeming population, 
nor is it In a grape-growing district, the 
farmers of the neighborhood turning their 
attention chiefly to dairytng, poultry-rais- 
ing and oranges. Six years ago, when Mr. 
Willcox bought his twenty acres just off the 
Anahetm-Long Beach road, there was noth- 
ing to induce the prospector, no trees, no 
water even, no beneficent community enter- 
prise under whose sheltering chaperonage 
the individual grower might get started in 
poultry-raising or in orange-growing. But 
the soil, like much California soil, was good 
and fertile, if it had water. 

So, six years ago Mr. Wilcox built him a 
small bungalow and drove a well. One can 
get water at fifty feet, but he drove his well 
a hundred and twenty-five feet and, pumps 
a splendid flow of water. The water is 
gauged so that the amount used is known 
exactly, and cement pipes were laid so far 
underneath the ground that no ploughing 
nor planting nor cultivating disturbs them. 
Since Mr. Wilcox’s electric pumping plant 
was installed, settlers in the neighborhood 
have used the water, for there is no city 
water at Cypress. A mecderate charge tis 
made for the water, and the pump is paying 
for itself. 

Next came oranges, which were planted 
as soon as the water supply was assured 
and are now bearing; then chickens, pure- 
bred Rhode Island Reds, White Leghorns, 
and Barred Piymouth Rocks. The grapes 
are only three years old, yet some of the 
vines are as thick as one’s wrist. 

These are grown in a rather novel fash- 
jon, for California.. Betwees each pair of 
orange trees is set upright a two-inch tron 
pipe, with a cross-plece of the pipe, making

much like the familier backyard drying ar 
rangement of two posts with cross-bars (a 
“T’shaped affair)@rith wires between, from 
which flaps the weekly wash. At each post 
is planted a grape-vine. This is trained to 
a single stem, following the line of the post, 
then two branches are encouraged, one for 
each side of the “T.” 

The posts are tall enough so that passing 
under with a wagon is easy. The construc- 
tion makes cultivation no difficulty: the 
grapes grow exuberantly, and being high out 
of their reach, the chickens may be per- 
mitted to run in the grove without injuring

the crop. This method of growing grapes 
commends itself to the owner of the small 
grove... The culture is simple, According 
to Mr. Wilcox, the diseases that afflict the 
grape here are few—so far his luxuriant 
Concords have been free from any of the in- 
sects that try the farmers’ souls. 

The “T-shaped tron support and the wires 
are most practical, but the growing. of 
grapes on the overhead trellis has pictur- 
esque possibilities. There is a province in 
Spain-—-Galicia—I think, where acres and 
acres of grapes are grown on overhead trel- 
lises and it is very beautiful in effect. Also 
it is comfortable. One walks under shaded 
arbors and picks the grapes, instead of pick- 
ing beside vines on sunbeaten, shadeless 
vineyards. 

Since the grapevine is so fond of giving 
shade and does it so very beautifully, it 
seems a pity not to let it exercise its natur- 
al gifts. Mr. Wileox has overhead beams 
across his driveway, and the grapes grown 
there will, im a year or two make a refresh- 
ingly cool and shaded entrance. 

A few years ago ten acres were sold. lear- 
ing but ten for the home ranch. But every 
inch ts cultivated. Dahlias and zinnias and 
cosmos fill the front yard, the rest is grove 
with corn and cover crops and grapes and 
home vegetables planted between. Most 
of the work of the ranch has been done by 
Mr. Wilcox’s son, Marvin Wilcox, who has 
cultivated every inch of the soil and uti- 
lized it too. 

This admirably planned and thoroughly 
cultivated little ranch is another instance of 
“Ten Acres Enough” when the acres are un- 
der home management with no outside ex- 
pense for labor. The individual farmer who 
uses brains and his own labor can make a 


“go” of farming as of anything else, if he 


has capital enough for a start.

Pays Dividends 


By Benet 

The urge to plant for adornment seises 
most home owners sooner or later. If this 
urge is properly directed, it results tn beau- 
tiful grounds and a more pleasant environ- 
ment in which to live. Sometimes plant- 
ing is carried on in such a way, however, 
that many of the landscaping possibilities 
are overlooked. Much potential home beau- 
ty is not developed. This is most often due 
to a lack of understanding of a few of the 
fundamental principles which should always 
be observed. 

The essentials of a good home are a man 
and woman resolved by their efforts to 
make it a better place to live in. A dwell- 
ing to be a home must be a haveti of rest 
from vexations incident to the serious du- 
ties of life, a retreat in which all problems 
may be considered calmly and quietly. 
Beauty has a distinct influence for good, al- 
though as with other influences, its effect is 
probably seldom realized at the time it is 
exerted. 

It is quite probably true that, generally 
speaking. less relaxation is obtained by the 
farmer m caring for his home grounds than 
is enjoyed by the average city man. The 
landscaping scheme around the farm home 
should, therefore, be simple and such that 
it may easily be maintained. 

In planning the home grounds, a simple 
drawing or plan should be prepared showing 
the location of the house and of the trees 
and the shrubs to be planted around it. 
This permits the designer to get a perspec- 
tive of the entire layout. Changes in the 
plan may be made easily, so that the final 
results may be a harmonious picture in 
which the house is framed and undesirable 
features and buildings are screened. 

In the preparation of a planting plan, it 
is well to keep in mind a few landscaping 
principles. Promiscuous interplanting of 
roses and flower beds in the lawn is very 
undesirable. It is preferable to leave the 
lawn open in order to give it In an effect of 
expanse. Generally speaking, shrubs should 
be grouped or massed either against the 
buildings or in groups. For foundation 
planting the tall plants may be placed next 
to the house and the smaller plants in 
front. The view from the windows, and 
doors should be preserved. It is well to 
avoid planting too many shrubs against 
the house and thus escape an effect of 
“smothering.”

Good Cotton Yield in 
Sight Below Line 


CALEXICO.—Cotton in the Imperial val- 
ley of Mexico, where 130,000 acres wae 
planted this year, gives promise of the larg- 
est yield per acre on record in recent years, 
according to Argyle “McLachlan, superin- 
tendent for the Colorado River Land com- 
pany, owner of vast | ower California land 
holdings. “A heavy bottom crop has al- 
ready been made, and normal temperatures 
during the remainder of the season will in- 
sure a big top crop, Mr. McLachlan says. 

Some shedding of bolls is now taking 
place, but it is less than normal and in 
many fields the heavy growth of bolls om 
the lower stalks is so far matured as to be 
beyond danger of dropping of. 

The cotton leaf perforator, which was so 
disastrous to Imperial Valley growers on 
both the American and Mexican sides of 
the line last season, has fgiled to appear in 
any large numbers this season. The worm 
showed up in scattered areas three weeks 
ago, but made no headway. 

Two bales of cotton were ginned early in 
August at the MexicanChinese plant in 
Mexicali, and gin operators are sow “all 
set” for regular runs. The crop is earlier 
than usual, and had opened up recently to 
the extent where picking would have been 
profitable in many fields, but the gryowers 
are not inclined to put many workers in the 
fields until the weather is cooler. 

It is estimated that the acreage in Lower 
California will produce between 80,000 and 
85.000 bales this season. The planted area 
is 20,000 acres less than last year’s but the 
crop is so much better that it is believed 
last season's record of 83,000 bales will be 
equalled.

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Livestock Bulletin

Fifteen California fairs are scheduled for 
the month of September. From the point of 
view of those who “cover” the fairs for the 
farm press, this looks like a fairly larce- 
sized program, but the committee that is re- 
sponsible for crowding a majority of these 
events into a single month of frenzied fes- 
tivals perhaps never gave the news gatherer 
& moment's thought. It might be, however, 
that this august body of schedule makers 
may have given more than ordinary credit 
to the reporter, looking upon him as some 
sort of superman, able to be tn six places at 
once. Following the California State Fair, 
which holds forth in Sacramento from 
September 4 to 11, the week beginning Sep- 
tember 13 will see six California fairs pass 
into history. Three of these . conflicting 
dates are in Southern California, namely 
the Orange County Fair, Santa Ana; the 
Kern County Fair, Bakersfield, and the Ven- 
tura County Fair at Ventura. The next 
week beginning September 21 will see a 
Clash of the San Diego County Fair at San 
Diego, the Tulare County Fair at Tulare and 
the Southern California Fair at Riverside. 
The Los Angeles County Fair at Pomona 
will ron from September 28 to October 2. 
From this date on there will be a long 
breathing spell before the Imperial Valley 
Mid-Winter Fair, to @ held in Brawley De- 
cember 1 to 5. Personally. we see no good 
reason why the fair month of October 
should be slighted thus. Following is a list 
of California faire and livestock shows and 
a few elsewhere that will hold the boards 
for the next few months:

Over 7000 cows (7239 to be exact) from 
eighty-seven herds were tested in the Los 
Angeles County Farm Bureau (ow-Testing 
Association durtag July. The average pro 


duction was 932 pounds of milk and 344 
pounds of butterfat. There were 

cows of the total number that produced 
40 pounds or more of fat each, while nine- 
teen cows were culled out during the 
month as being unprofitable. The hichest 
producing pure-bred heifer for the month 
yielded 63.3 pounds of butterfat and is a 
member of the El Colmo Rancho herd at 
Norwalk, as was also the second highest 
cow, with a production of 65.5 pounds of 
fat (from which 10 per cent was deducted 
on account of three-times-per-day milking.) 
The high producing grade heifer for the 
month, a member of the R. L. White herd 
at Burbank, produced 57.2 pounds of fat. 
second place in this class going to a heifer 
in the Santa Monica Dairy Company herd 
at Venice, her production being 60.7 pounds 
(with 10 per cent deducted for threetimes 
milking per day.) El Colmo Rancho also 
captured high honors for high-producing 
pure-bred cow, the monthly production of 
this animal being 92.5 pounds of fat, second 
place in class going to a cow in the Potten- 
ger Sanatorium herd of Monrovia-on 91.5 
pounds of butterfat.

The Los Angeles County 
Farm had the five highest cows in pure- 
bred herds of more than thirty head, with 
a production of 376.1 pounds; El Colmo 
Rancho took second place in this class with 
a yield of 369.9 pounds for its top five cows. 
Stanley Stacis. El Monte, had the high five 
in grade herds of thirty cows or less, their 
production being 326.8 pounds; second went 
to five cows owned by the Little Gem Dairy, 
Long Beach, with a yield of 311.6 pounds 
fat. In grade herds of from thirty to 
sixty cows, Charles J. Koelzer, Bellflower, 
had the five highest producers with a com- 
bined yield of 342.5 pounds, and Walter 
Thompson, Burbank, had the second high 
five with a production of 338.9 pounds. The 
five high grades in herds of sixty to 160 
cows produced 406.8 pounds, being owned 
by John Donker, El Monte; second place 
in this class went to five cows owned by 
Gustay Reinke, Downey, on 329 pounds of 
butterfat. Arden Dairy of El Monte took 
first place for five high cows in grade 
herds of over 150 cows, or a production of 
366.8 pounds, second place being captured 
by five cows owned by R. L. White, Bur- 
bank. with a production of 388.8 pounds of 
fat (less 10 per cent reduction for three- 
times milking.)

LEMOORE.—The dairy industry ts mak- 
ing an excellent record in the western por- 
tion of Kings county both as to improve- 
ment in equipment and In financial returns. 
The Kings County Creamery Association of 
this city has finished installing equipment 
for the handling of whole milk and on August 
1 commenced buying, its dairy receipts now 
running 20,000 pounds a day. The skim 
milk and buttermilk are being hauled to the 
Lucerne Creamery at Hanford in tank 
trucks. 

The Lemoore plant'of the Golden State 
Milk Products Company is running day and 
night. The installation of equipment for 
handling whole milk and making casein is 
completed and two milk routes have been 
established. Their pick-up milk daily and 
skim milk are hauled from Goshen, 
countye This caused the addition of eleven 
new men to the plant's force. The company 
is developing a supply of high-crade whole 
milk looking to the altimate manufacture of 
dry milk here. At present the casein manu- 
factured is being shipped to San Francisco. 


Officers of the Kings County Creamery As- 
sociation recently attended the meeting cel- 
ebrating the completion of the new build- 
ing and equipment of the Challenge Cream 
and Butter Association in Los Angeles, with 
which association the K. C. C. A. is affiliat- 
ed.

Hot weather in the desert valleys where 


irrigation is practiced brings with it the se 
rious problem of comfort for those who 
“stick it out” all summer to operate the 
ranches, care for stock and poultry and run 
the business of the towns. There can be 
mo denying that it is a real problem and 
yet, contrary to popular belief, many peo 
ple who remain in these valleys the year 
‘round and who become acclimated do not 
take it as any more of a hardship than they 
would living anywhere else. And, of course, 
many months of the year in the interior 
country are delightful. 

There are those who are not familiar 
with the desert valleys who have the im- 
Pression that the heat in them is intense 
all the time during the summer months. 
This is far from being true, especially in 
Imperial Valley, which is frequently 
swept in the summer time by a cooling 
breeze from the mountains on the west and 
by sea breeze from the Gulf of California 
to the south. t 

One noticeable feature of the heat of 
these valleys is that it is not so oppress 
sive except for a few days now and then 
when there is more humidity tn the at- 
mosphere than usual. When these ‘mug- 
gy” days come the thermometer does not 
really register as high as it does at other 
times. Those who can perspire freely 
“weather” such spells without undue in- 
convenience. The rest of the time, of 
course, it is mostly just “plain hot.” 


Few prostrations result from the desert 
heat. Usually those who are overcome 
are the aged, the sick, and persons who 
are intemperate in eating or drinking. Se 
rious heat prostrations are often suffered 
by those who imbibe too freely of intox- 
icatine liquors as these stimulate the cir- 
culation. Wheh one compares the few 
overcome by heat—the desert areas with 
the great numbers so stricken in the Mid- 
die West and Eastern States it will be re- 
alized that the desert heat, notwithstand- 
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inet and teete for Pe 
riods, te tees deadly than that im those 
parte of the country. 

One of the most dificult problems of the 
desert valleys te that of resting and sleep 
ing comfortably. Most persons say they 


the shade, but that the trying time is at 
night when it remains hot and no cooling 
breeze comes to bring relief. Too many 
make the mistake of trying to sleep on the 
same heavy mattress they use in the win- 
ter time. These mattresses hold the heat 
for a few hours and sometimes all night. 
making rest and sleep almost out of the 
question. Many have learned the secret 
of throwing off the mattress and substitut- 
ing a light quilt or cotton blanket. 

Some city folks try leaving an electric 
fan running all night and many wet 
sheets and wrap up in them, lying down 
where a breeze or the morning air from «a 
far can strike them. Many sleep out of 
doors, but usually in the country the mos 
quitos and other insects are too thick out- 
side for comfort. 

Many of the houses are provided with 
screen porches and canvas or board flaps, 
which can be raised when the weather is 
hot and some have double roofs.. Houses 
where the screen extends from the floor 
to about six feet in height have been found 
to allow the most breeze to pass through 
and are therefore the most comrortable. 
On some ranches an entire screen room in 
which to sleep is provided especially for 
the hot weather period. Some laborers 
carry with them cloth screen “rooms” 
made of mosquito netting and set them up 
wherever they may be. This insures them 
protection from insects. 

A few good shade trees add greatly to 
the comfort of man, beast and fowl in the 
desert valleys. For shade no tree excels 
the umbrella, with its dense foliage and 
spreading habit. In the winter time when 
sunshine is welcome its limbs are bare and 
in the spring with the coming of the warm 
weather the leaves come out giving much- 
needed protection from the hot rays of the 
desert sun. Many other kinds of trees al- 
so afford good shade and severa] varieties 
do well in these vateys. 

In the cities, especially those that have 
been built within the past few years, ar- 
cades have been built over the sidewalks 
in the business districts for protection 
from the sun in summer. Many devices are 
resorted to for comfort and more are being 
It is now possible 
for one to live in interior valleys through 
the hot weather with a degree of comfort 
that would never have been dreamed of by 
the pioneers, and it seems altogether like 
ly that human ingenuity will yet devise 
methods for overcoming most of the re 
maining discomfort. The same sun and the 
same heat that make desert valley dwel- 
lers long for the beaches in summer cause 
crops to grow as they grow nowhere else 
and where men can make money farming 


- they are going to continue to live.

SANTA MARIA.—That stills designed to 
manufacture moonshine liquor can be put 
to perfectly legtimate uses, is being demon 
strated by C. B. Berry, county horticultural 
inepector, with headquarters here.

planted to the open, set out in beds, rows 
four inches apart each way. The seed may 
be sown any time from August to February. 
The soil should be well pulverized, contain- 
ing sufficient leaf mold and well rotted 
manure to make it porous and retentive of 
moisture. Pansies require a loose, 
moist soil; with this and the use of a good 
grade of seed, the grower will be blest 
with results that are most gratifying. 

The English daisy may be similarly 
treated; it is less particular even than the 
pansy, but responds to good treatment. 

Both English daisies and pansies are sold 
in bloom in Southern California with a ball 
of soil clinging to the roots. 

During the season several million plants 
of caulifiower and cabbage are produced 
and sold by growers. Plant the seed from 
August to October. Cabbage may be 
planted until a little later, but the market 
for it is uncertain. 

Prepare the ground by making beds six 
feet wide with a ridge on each side. Har- 
row and pulverize the soil; then roll or 
drag it with a heavy plank until it is 
smooth and level. 

Drill the seed thinly, In rows six inches 
apart; as soon as the plants are well out 
of the ground, cultivate between the rows: 
hand weed the beds if, necessary. Irrigate 
three or four times,’ and always before 
pulling the plants. In marketing, the young 
plants are counted, made into bunches of 
100, and tied. 


SOME DIFFICULTIES 

There are only two diseases of moment 
to the small grower which need considera 
tion here. The powdery mildew, which 
appears as powdery patches on the foliage, 
later spfeading to the stems of the plant, 
is one. The “damping off” fungus, which 
atiacks the young seedlings of many conl- 
fers, also young tinnias, roselle, eggplant, 
pepper and tomatoes, causing the infected 
plants to decay at the roots and then topple 
over, apparently cut by some insect just 
above the surface—this is the other. The 
remedy for powdery mildew is the dusting 
of the plant with powdered sulphur; if this 
proves ineffective, then Bordeaux mixture. 
For the “damping off” fungus preventive 
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To the plant grower the most trouble 
some insects are the aphis, thrips and 
mealy bug. For these spray with soapy 
solutions containing a small amount of any 
of the well-known nicotine preparations. 
if this fails to exterminate the mealy bug, 
try kerosene emulsion or whale-oil soap. 


In California the growing of young plants 
from seed is not difficult and if the grower 
have patience, carefulnesg in detail and 
love for the work, he is more certain of 
success in such work here than anywhere 
else in these United States. 


HARVESTING SWEET PEAS 

LOMPOC.—The sweet pea harvest is now 
underway in this district. There are about 
500 acres out to sweet peas in Lompoc Val- 
ley and quite generally the crop has held 
up well under the drought, the pods Alling 
well. It is expected the harvest will be 
quite up to the average. Where growers 
have but small plots the threshing is being 
done by “flying” on a strip of canvas, but 
all the larger growers have modern thresh- 
ing machines, and are able to make short 
work of the harvest activities.

Orange County Sugar 
Plant Opens 


IRVINE.—The Santa Ana Sugar company 
plant at Dyer bordering the Irvine ranch, 
has opened for ite annual run. First de 

_ liveries of beets started over a week ago. 
The plant at Dyer is the only beet sugar 
factory to operate this year south of Los 
Angeles. One other plant, that in Oxnard, 
is operating in Southern California. 

The factory will handle approximately 
60,000 tons of beets during the coming year, 
according to reports, and should pay to beet 
growers in the district nearly $600,000. Con- 
servative estimates made by R. M. Daniels, 
superintendent, and R, H. Tallman, agricul- 
tural superintendent of the concern, shows 
that the company will receive beets from 
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Betimates of the agricultural superintend- 
approximately 30900 tons 
of beets should be received from the Santa 
Ana Sugar Company acreage, which draws 
from San Bernardino, the Hellman and Bix- 
by ranches, near Los Alamitos; and from 
the Irvine ranch. The acreage of the Los 
Alamitos Sugar Company also should sup 
gly about 30,000 tons of beets, according to 

r. Tallman, 

The Dyer plant has been equipped with a 
new sulphur station for the purification of 
the juice before it is made into sugar, ac 
cording to information from T. Lilly, chief 
clerk at the factory. Aprroximately 260 men 
will be employed at the plant aad work will 
continue for abowt ninety days. 

Last year, 51,886 tons of beets were re 
ceived at the sugar factory. The sugar con- 
tent of the beets averages about nineteen 
per cent, and growers receive between $9 
and $10 per ton for the beets. 

Last year’s prices for sugar and for beets 
were the lowest paid in the history of the 
beet sugar industry in Orange county, ac 
cording to company officials. The low prices 
are blamed on the influx of Cuban sugar. A 
bulletin issued to the beet growers in- 
formed them that low tariff enjoyed by the 
Cuban producers makes it possible for them 
to ship sugar into the United States cheap 
er than producers here can manufacture it. 

Prices for beets and for sugar will be 
low again this season, it is anticipated. 


Storm Works Havoc in 
The “North End” 


Calipatria.-One of the most disastrous 
rain storms in the history of Imperial Val 
ley’s “North End” visited the Niland sec- 
tion early in August. Fortunately, the hard- 
est part of the rain fell outside the irrigat- 
ed section and damage was light to the 
ga lying between Niland and Calipa- 
tria. 

The highline canal and lateral ditches of 
the Imperial Irrigation District suffered the 
most. The washes above the canal, where 
the heaviest part of the rain fell, were re 
ported all running full, causing innumera- 
ble breaks in the north bank and seventeen 
serious breaks In the south bank, which is 
toward the irrigated section. The majority 
of the breaks were partially repaired in a 
week, supplying water for domestic uses 
and for the partial resumption of irriga- 
tion. Several days more were required to

complote repairing the breaks so a capacity 
head could be carried in the highline canal. 
Men and teams were kept busy day and 
night to repair the breaks as quickly as 
possible so irrigation of cotton, milo maise, 
orchards and vineyards could be resumed. 

Much damage was done to some of the 
roads in the Niland section, where flood-wa- 
ters from the breaks in the highline canal 
came down. Roads in this section are par 
alleled by a delivery ditch on one side and 
a waste ditch on the other. The high banks 
of these ditches acted as retaining banks 
for the flood-waters, making the roads im- 
passable for some time. 

This severe storm was a continuation of 
a heavy rain that fell on the west side of 
the Salton Sea. No damage was done in 
that section to ranches except in the south 
end of the Coachella Valley, where the 
flood waters from the mountains to the 
west came down and washed away several 
acres of new vineyards set out by Johnson 
and Jones near Travertine Point. 

Much damage, later estimate! at about 
$75,000, was dene to the paved highway 
leading into Imperial Valley. A cement 
bridge over the Trifolium Canal, which is 
the last ditch to cross coming out of Impe- 
rial Valley, was damaged so badly that 
heavy loads of hav, hotton, grain and other 
produce being shipned out had to be par 
tially unloaded bcfore being allowed 
cross.

Million in Peppers Is 
Season Estimate 


GARDEN GROVE.—Althougch 
county's pepper crop wil] be smaller in 
quantity this year than last, the valuation 
of the crop this year will probably exceed 
that of the 1925 crop, according to J. A. 
Knapp. Garden Grove grower, who recent- 
ly estimated that the crop of chili and 
pimiento peppers in the* county would 
amount to nearly $1,000,000 in valuation 
this year. 

Approximately 4000 acres of land in Or- 
ange county are planted to peppers this 
year. Last year the acreage was consid- 
erably more. Only about 60 per cent of 
the land planted last year to California 
Mexican chilis is planted to the variety 
this year and a decrease of approximately 
25 per cent has been noticed in acreage 
growing California long red chili peppers. 


to An increase hag been recorded in pimiento 


acreage, according to Mr. Knapp, many 
growers having planted pimientos instead 
of the chili peppers.

Tulare Comes to Front 
in Cotton 


TULARE.—With a substantially increased 
acreage, excellent crop conditions and & 
heavier yield per acre assured, Tulare coun- 
ty is fast coming to the front as a leading 
cotton producing center of the San Joaquin 
Valley. The 1926 acreage shows an in- 
crease of 4000 acres over that of last year. 
In the Tulare district of the county, under 
the supervision of C. M. Munger, district 
horticultural commissioner, the 1926 plant- 
ings showed an incyease of nearly 50 per 
cent over those of last season. 

Mr. Munger has just completed a survey 
of the local cotton situation, showing cost 
of labor, water, picking, ginning, bagging, 
ties, and insurance, and exclusive only of 
taxes and depreciation. Several farmers 
who kept detailed accounts showed a net 
of $73.61 per acre on their 1925 crop, he 
says. From reports of twelve growers, with 
a total of 611 acres of cotton, the following 
figures were deduced: Average of 20 1-2 
pounds of seed planted per acre; 467 pounds 
of lint per acre; water cost, $6.44 per acre; 
labor, ginning, etc., all costs, $66.98 per 
acre; cost per pound lint, $.1256; net per 
pound lint, $.1197; per cent lint ginned, 
3255; seed produced from 611 acres, 588, 
051 pounds. 


Many of the growers frankly admit their 
mistakes of last year in growing and mar 
keting. Chief among the errors was that of 
excessive and late irrigation, which result- 
ed in keeping the plants green late into the 
summer so that they failed to reach matur- 
ity before the coming of cool weather.
